Which prouerbe , myne ovyne good 
triend M.Haruey,as in that good olde Poet it ſerued vvell Pandares purpoſe, 
for the bolſtering of his baudy brocage , ſo very vvell taketh place in this out 
nevy Poet, vrho tor that he is vncouthe(as ſaid Chancer)is vnkilt, & vynknown 
to moſt men, is regarded but of feyy. But | doubt not, ſo ſoone as his name 
ſhall come into the knovvledge of men, and his vvorthineſſe be ſounded in 


the tromp of Fame, but that he ſhall be not only kiſte, but alſo beloued of ah, 
embraced of the moſt, and vyondred at of the beſt, No leſſe I thinke,deſers 


ueth his vvittineſſe in deuiſing, his Hows in vttering, his complaiates of 


loue ſo louely, his diſcourſes of pleaſure ſo pleaſantly, his paſtorall rudeneſſe, 
his morall vviſeneſſe , his due obſcruing of Decorwm cucricvyvhere , in perſo- 
nages, in ſcaſons,in matter, in ſpeach, and generally in all ſeemely ſimplicitie 
of handling his matter, and framing his vvordes: the which of many thinges 
vvbich in him be ſtraunge, I know vvill ſeeme the ſtraungeſt, the words them 
ſelues being ſo auncient,the knittin of them ſo ſhort and intricate, and the 
vrhole Periode & compaſſe of Bake ſo delightſome forthe roundneſſe, and 
ſo graue for the ſtraungeneſſe. And firſt of the vvyords to ſpeake, I graunt they 
be ſomething bud. aaJofmeb men vnuſed,yet both Engliſh , and alſo yſed

out ſome of theyr tunes, But vvhether he vſeth them by ſuche catual- 
tie and cuſtome, or of ſet purpoſe and choyſe, as thinking them firreſt for 


ſuch ruſticall rude neſle of ſhepheardes , eyther for that their rough ſounde 
vvould make his rymes more ragged and tuſticall, or elſe becanic ſuch lde 


and ohſolute vyordes are moſt vicd df country folke, ſure l|thinke , & thinke - 


I thinke not amiſſe, that they bring great grace, & as one vvould ſay, authoxi- 
tie to the verſe. For albe amõgſt many other faults ir ſpecially be ob 
Vall againſt Line, & of other againſt Saluſ, that with ouet much ſtudy they 


aſlect antiquitie, as coueting thereby credence & honour of eder yeeres, yer

Tam of opinion, & cke the beſt learned are of the lyke, that thoſe aũcient ſo- 
lemnevyords are a great ornamẽt both in the one & in the other: the one la- 
bouring to ſet forth in his work an eternal image of antiquitie, and the other 
carefully diſcourſing matters of gtauitie & importãce. Fot if my memory faile 
not, Tullie in that booke,wherin he endeuouteth to ſet forth the paterne of a 
perfect Oratour, ſayth that ofttimes an auncient word maketh the ſtyle ſeeme 
graue, and as it vvere reuerend : no otheryviſe then vve honour & reuerence 
gray hairesfor a certaine religious regard, vyhich yve haue of old age. Yet nei- 
ther euery vrhere muſt old yvords be ſtuffed in, nor the common Dialecte & 
maner oft ſpeaking ſo corrupted thereby, that as in old buildings it ſeme dif- 
orderly and ruinous, Bur al as in moſt exquiſite pitures =_ vſe to blaze & 
portraict not onely the daintic lineaments of beautie, but alſo rounde about 
it to ſhadovy the rude thickets & craggy clifts, that by the baſeneſſe of ſuch 
parts, moreexcellency may accrevy to the principall:for oftentimes vve finde 
our ſelues, l know not hovy, fingularly delighted with the ſhevy of ſuch na- 
turall rudeneſſe, and take great pleaſure in that diſorderly order, Euen ſo doe 
thoſe rough & harſh termes enlumine & make more — to appeare the 
brightneſſe of braue and glorious words . So oftentimes a diſchord in Muſick 
make th a comely concordance : ſo great delight tooke the vvorthy Poet Al- 
ceus to behold a blemiſh in the ioynt of a * body , But if any vvill 
raſhly blame ſuch his purpoſe in 4 of old & vnrvonted vvords, him may 
I more iuſtly blame and condemne, or of witlefle head ineſſe in iudging, or of 
heedeleſſe hardinefſe in cõdemning: fot not marking the copaſſe'of his bent, 
he vvill iudge of the lẽgth of his call: for in my opinion it is one ſpecial praiſe, 
of many vvhich are devy to this Poete, that he hath laboured to reſtore, as to 
their tightfull heritage ſuch good and naturall Engliſh vvords, as haue hee ne 
log time out of vſe & almoſt clean diſherited . Which is the onely cauſe, that 
our Mother tonge, vvhich truely of it ſelfe is both full enough for proſe and 
ſtately enough for verſe , hath long time ben counted moſt bare & barren of 
both. Which default whe as ſome ende uouted to ſalue & recure,they patched 
vp the holes vvith peetes and rags of other „ ee here of the 
French, thete of the Italian, euery vvhete of the Latine, not vveighing hovy il, 
thoſe tongues accord vvith themſelues, but much vyorſe yvith outs : So novy 
they haue made our Engliſh tongue, a gallimaufray or hodgepodge of all 
other ſpeaches.Other ſome not ſo vyell ſeme in the Engliſh tongue as perhaps 
in other languages, if then happen to heare an old vvord albeit very naturall 
& ſignificãt, cry out ſtraight vVay, that vve ſpeake no Engliſh, but gibberiſh, 
or rather ſuch, as in olde time Euanders mother ſpake : vvhoſe firſt ſhame is, 
that they are not aſhamed, in their ovyn mother tongue ſtrangers to be coũ- 
ted and alienes. The ſecond ſhame no leſſe then the firſt, that vyhat ſo they 
vnderſtand not, they ſtraight vvay. deeme to be ſenceleſſe, and not at all to be 
vnderſtode. Much like to the Mole in Aeſops fable, that · being blinde hir ſelfe, 
wold in no wiſe be perſwadetl, that any beaſt could ſee. The laſt more ſhame- 
full then both, that of their oy vn country and natural ſpeach,vyhich together 
Vith their Nources milk they ſucked, they haue ſo baſe regard & baſtard iudge 
met, that they vvill not onely themſelues not labor to gatniſh & beautific it, 
bur alſo repine, that of other it ſhould be embelliſhed: Like to the dogge -

And alſo appeareth by the baſeneſſe of the name, vrherein, it ſeemeth, he 
choſe rather to vnfold great matter of argument n e ptofeſſing it, 
not ſuffice thereto accordingly , Which moued him rather in Aeglogues, thẽ 
ethervviſc to vvrite, doubung perhaps his habilitie, which he little needed, or 
mynding to furniſh our tongue vrith this kinde, vvherein it faulterh, or fol- 
lovying the example of the beſt & moſt auncieut Poetes, vvhich deviſed this 
kinde of vvryting, being both ſo baſe for the matter, & homely for the man- 
net, at the fiſt to trye their habilities ? & as young byrds, that be nevvly erept 
out of the neaſt, by little firſt to proue their tender vvyngs, before they make 
a greater flight. So flevy Theecritus, as you may mrs vras all ready full 
fledged. So flew Yvrgile, as not yet vvell feeling his vvings. So flevy Manta 
as not being full ſomd. So Perrargue. So Beccare : So Marot, Sanazarm, and 
alſo diuets other excellet both Italian and French Poetes, vvhoſe footing this 
Authour euery vyhere follovveth, yet ſo as fevy,but they be yvell ſented can 
trace him out. So finally flyeth this our nevy Poet, as a bird, vyhoſe principals 
be ſcarce grovyen out, but yet as that in time ſhall be hable to keepe vying 
vvith the beſt, Novy as touching the generall dtyft and purpoſe of his Aeg- 
logues, | minde not to ſay much,himſelfe labouring to concele it · Onely this 
appereth,that hisvnftaicd youth had long ode in the comon Laborinth 
ot Loue, in vvhich time to mitigate and allay the heate of his paſſion, or els 
to vrarne (as he ſaith) the young ſhepheards ſ. his equalls & companions of 
his vnfortunate folly, he Sata the fe xij.

ſes: vvhich manct of gloſing & commenting vvell I vvote, vvill ſeme ſtrange 


& rare in our tongue: yet for ſo much as I knevye many excellent & proper- 


deuiſes both in vvordes and matter vvould paſſe in the ſpee die courſe of rea- 
ding, either as vnkno wen, ot as not marked, and that in this kind, as in other 
vve might be equall to the learned of othet nations, I thought good to take 
the paines vpon me, the rather for that by meanes of ſome familiar acquain- 
tance I vvas made priuie to his counſell and ſecret meaning in them, as alſo in 
ſundry other-yyorks othis, Which albeit I knovy he nothing ſo much hateth, 
as to promulgate, yet thus much haue I aduentured vpon bis friendſhip, him 
ſelfe being for long time furre eſtraunged, hoping that this yvil the rather oc- 
caſion him, to put forth diuers other excellent vyorkes of his, vvhich ſleepe in 
ſilence, as his — Legendes, his Coutt of 1 and ſundry others, 
vrhoſe commendations to ſet out, xvere very vaine, the things though yvor- 
thy of many, yet being knowen to fery. Theſe my preſent paines if to any 
they be pleaſurable or profitable, be you iudge, mine oyyne good M. Haruey, 
to yyhom I haue both in reſpect of your worthineſſe generally, & othervviſe

T he generall Argument of . 


D Ittle I hope, needeth me at large to diſcourſe the firſt Ori- 
| FA ginal of Aeglogues, hauing alreadie touched the ſame. But 
dor the vvorde Aeglogues | knovve is vnknovyen to moſt, 
and alſo miſtaken of ſome the belt learned (as they think) 
l vvill ſay ſomeyvhat thereof, being not at all impertinent 
„ tomy preſent 5 42 || 
- FEES They vere firſt of the Greekes the inuentours of them 
called Aeglogas as it vvere Aegon, or Acginomom logi,that is Goteheardes tales. 
For although in Virꝑil and others the ſpeakers be moſt ſhepheardes, & Gote- 
heardes, yet Theocrita in vvhom is more ground of authoritie, then in Vigil. 
this ſpecially from that deriuing, as from the firſt head and el 


ſpring the 
vrhole Inuention of his Aeglogues, maketh Goteheards the perſons and au- 
thors of his tales. This being, vvho ſeeth not the groſſeneſſti of ſuch as by 
colour of learning vvould make vs beleeue that they are more tightly tetmed 
Eclogat , as they vvould ſay, extraordinarie diſcourſes of vnneceſſatie matter, 
vrhich difinition albe in ſubſtaunce and meaning it agree vvith the nature of 
the thing, yet no vyhit anſwereth vvith the Analy/ss and interpretation of 
the vvord. For they be not termed Eclogues, but Aeglogues, vyhich ſentence 
this author very vvel obſeruing,ypon good judgement, though in deede few 
Goteheards haue to doe beanie doubteth not to call them by the 
vſed and beſt knovven name, Other curious diſcourſes hereof I reſetue to 
reater occaſion. Theſe xij, Aeclogues euery vyhere anſvyering to the ſea· 
Ea of the xij. monethes may be vxell deuided into three formes or ranckes, 
For eyther they be Plaintiue, as the firſt, the ſixt, the eleuenth, & the ewelfth, 


or recteatiue, ſuch as all thoſe be, vvhich conceiue matter of loue , or cõmen- 


dation of ſpeciall perſonages, or Morall : vvhich for the moſt part be mixed 
vvith ſome Satyricall bitterneſſe,namely the ſecond of reucrence due to olde 
age, the fifth of coloured deceipt, the ſeuenth and ninth of diſſolute ſhep. 
heardes and Paſtours, the tenth of contempt of Poetrie and pleaſant vvittes. 


And to this diuiſion may cuery thing herein be reaſonably apply ed: A fevve 


onely except, yyhoſe ſpeciall purpoſe and meaning I am not priuie to. And 
thus much generally of theſe xii. Aeclogues. Novy yvill vve ſpeake particu- 
larly of all , and firſt of the firſt, Which he calleth by the firſt monethes name 
Ianuarie : vvherein to ſome he may ſeeme fouly to haue faulted, in that he 
erroniouſly beginneth vvith that moneth, xxhich beginneth not the yeere, 
For it is vvell knovven, and ſtoutely mainteyned vvith ſtrong reaſons of the 
learned, that the yeere beginneth in Mareh, for then the Sunne renevveth his 
finiſhed courſe, and the Raſonable ſpring refreſheth the earth, and the plea- 
ſaunce thereof beyng buryed in the ſadneſſe of the dead Winter novy orne 
avvay, reliueth. |

This opinion mainteine the olde Aſtrologers and Philoſophers, namely the 
- reuerend Andalo, and Macrobius in his holydayes of Saturne, which account 
alſo vvas generally obſerued both of Grecians and Romaines, But ſauing the 
leaue of (uch learned heads, vve mainteine a cuſtome of coufring the ſcaſons 
from the moneth lanuaric,vpon a more ſpeciall cauſe, then the heathen Phi- 
loſophers euet could conceiue, that is, for the incarnation of our mightie Sa- 
niour and eternall tedeemer the Lord Chriſt, vvho as then renewing the ſtate 
of the decayed vyorid,and returning the compaſſe of expired yeeres to their 
former date and firſt commence ment, left to vs bis heires a memoriall of his 
birth in the ende of the laſt yeere and beginning of the next. Which recko- 
ning, beſide that eternall monument of our ſaluation, leaneth alſo vpõ good 
proofe of ſpeciall iudgement, For albeit that in elder times, vvhen as yet the 
coumpt of the yeere vvas not perfected, as afteryvard it vvas by lulius Cæſar, 
they began to tell the monethes from Marches beginning, and according to 
the ſame God(as is ſaid in Scripture)commaunded the people of the levyes to 
count the moneth Abil, that which vve call March, for the fitſt moneth, in re- 
membrance that in that moneth he brought them out of the land of Aegipt: 
et according to tradition of latter times it hath bene otherwiſe obſerued, 
th in gouernment of the Church, and rule of Mightieſt Realmes. For from 
Julius Cæſar who firſt obſerued the leape yeere vyhich he called Beſſexrilens 
Aninum, and brought into a more eertaine courſe the odde vvandring dayes 
vrhich of the Greekes vverc called Hyperbamontes<t the Romaines /nterceleres 
(lor ia ſuch matter of learning | am forced to vſe the terms of the learncd)the 
monethes haue bene numbted xij. vvhich in the firſt ordinance of Ramulus 
vvere but tenne, counting but CCCiiij, dayes in cuery yeare , and beginni 
vvith March. But Name Pompilins, vvho vas the father of all the Romaine 
Ceremonies and Religion , ſecing that reckoning to agree neither vvith the 
courſe of the Sunne, nor of the Moone, cherevnto added tvvo monethes , Ia- 
nuatie and Febtuatie, vrherein it ſeemeth, that vvile king minded vpon good 
xeaſon to begin the yere at lanuarie,of him therfore ſo called n [anus 
am the gate and entrance of the yeete, ot of the name of the lanss , to 
vyhich God for that the old Paynimsatrributed the birth & beginning ot all 
creatures nevy comming into the yvorid, it ſeemeth that he therefore to him 
aſsigued the beginning and firſt entrance of the yeere. Which gecount for the 
moſt part hath hetherto continued. Notvyithſtanding that the Ey be- 
gin their yeere at Septẽber, for that according to the opinion of the beſt R.. 
bins, and veryc purpole of the ſcripture ſelfe, God made the vvorlde in that 
Moneth, that is called of them Ty And therefore he commaynded them, to 
keepe the ſeaſt of Pauilions in che ende of the yeete,in the xv. day of the vii.

The name is moſt righily (me rhinkes) apply” 
ed to him, for Pan ſignificth all or omniporent, vyhich is onely the Lorde le- 
ſus. And by that name (as I remember) he is called of Eſebis in his fifth 
booke De Preparat. Euage.vvho therof telleth a proper ſtorie to that purpoſe. 
Which ſtorie is firſt recorded of Platarch, in his booke of the ceaſing of Ita» _ 
cles, and of Lauetere tranflated,in his booke of vvalking ſprights. Who fayth,
